The keynote of its impressiveness 
is its massiveness. Its curving sides, 
encircling rows of columns, vari- 
shaped windows and graceful seg- 
mental ornamentations will always 
be only adjuncts to its impressive 
feature—its Size. In height the 
capitol dome reaches 287 feet into 
the air; its greatest diameter is 135 
feet. 

Washington’s most beautiful dome 
surmounts the library of congress. 
This has a diameter of 100 feet, 
making it almost as large as that | 
of the capitol, but ofihand one 
would certainly say that it is a much 
smaller dome.
